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FBI Joins Hunt 
For Sex Slayer 
Of 2-Year-01d Boy 


St. Louis, Nov. 22—(JP)—The F.B.I 
joined in a nationwide hunt tonight 
for William Norris Pollard, 25, a 
former mental patient, charged with 
the sex slaying of a two-year-old 
boy. 


The child. Joseph Nichols, son of 
Mrs. Betty Nichols of Huntington, 
W. Va., was found dead in a hotel 
dresser drawer last Saturday, three 
days after Pollard checked out. 


A murder warant for Pollard was 
issued this afternoon, just after a 
coroner's jury found that the child 
died of internal hemmorhages after 
a sexual attack by Pollard, who 
comes from Cincinnati. 


The mother attended the inquest, 
She arrived from Huntington yester- 
day and identified her baby, and 
she told of leaving him in Pollard's 
care for a trip to Ohio. 


Her husband, thrice wounded in 
World War II, is a patient in the 
veterans' hospital at Chilllcothe. He 
and Pollard became friends, Mrs, 
Nichols said, and that was why Pol- 
lard was welcomed at the Nichols 
home 
in 
Huntington 
early 
this 
month. 


The mother continued: Pollard 
was to take the child to his home 
in Cincinnati, starting Nov. 11, while 
Mrs. Nichols visited her husband at 
Chillicthe. Then Pollard was to bring 
little Joseph to her at Chillicothe. 


Mrs. Nichols identified Pollard 
from a photograph. So did the Rev. 
Paul Lawson of Stamford, Conn., 
who testified at the inquest that he 
gave Pollard and the child a ride 
last Tuesday from Zanesville, Ohio, 
to St. Louis. Pollard checked into 
the American hotel with the boy that 
that night, and left alone the next 
morning. 


Pollard was a mental patient in 
Longview 
hospital 
in 
Cincinnati 
three times between 1941 and 1945, 
and since 1940 had enlisted in the 
army five times under different 
names, police reported. 


The FJBJ. «entered the search on 
the assumption Pollard had crossed 
a state line or might try to do so. 
It had the authority under the fed- 
eral statute that makes it unlawful 
to cross a state line in flight to I 
avoid presecution.

Jacksonville is known as a city 
of elms," Mr. Hackett said, "but if 
this disease hits us like

Springfield and some other cities, 
we could no longer 
enjoy

beauty or shade." 
He said the disease, called phloem 


necrosis, is caused by a virus, which 
is spread by leaf hoppers. The Illi- 
nois Natural History Survey states 
that there is no known cure for a 
tree which has become infected, but 
that the spread of the vims can be 
controlled by use of DDT as a spray 
tc kill the leaf hoppers. 
Spraying 
must be done under high pressure 
with special equipment, 
and 
all 
trees in a community must be treat- 
ed to make the operation effective. 
Other Towns Lose Trees 


Mr. Hackett said while a scien- 
tific survey of the trees has not been 
made here, he has been informed 
that symptoms of the disease have 
been detected. The elm disease has 
killed hundreds of large trees at 
Lincoln, Mattoon, Mt. Pulaski and 
Springfield. 


The cost of removing dead elms 
in Springfield has-been estimated 
at $66,000. -Mr. Hackett believes it 
would be good business to save the 
trees, since the cost of removal of 
dead trees would be a major ex- 
pense should. the blight develop. 


Mayor Hoagland and councilmen 
thanked Mr. Hackett for hi6 pre- 
sentation of facts. The mayor said 
he hoped other citizens will discuss 
the situation, which he regards as 
serious, and help the council de- 
velop a course of protective action.

The subject of seining Lake Mau- 
vaisterre was presented by Charles 
Swan, who seined the lake at Nichols 
park lake several months ago with 
good results. Mr. Swan some time 
ago submitted a proposal to give the 
city one-fourth of the value of the 
rough fish taken, or to replace them 
pound for pound with game fish to 
be supplied by the state department 
of conservation.
